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Reagan Defends Actors from 
Hitdicock, Johnson Attacks

Hollywood, March 24.-—(AP)—Ronald Reagan, 


hardv defender of the acting craft, today aimed a left 
jab at Alfred Hitchcock and a right cross at Senator 
Johnson. 


Director Hitchcock became the target when he re- 


marked yesterday that "actors are really children." liv- 
ing partly in a make-believe world. That, he declared, 
is why they get into headlined scrapes. 


Reagan, president of the Screen Actors Guild and 


an extremely vocal gent, made this reply: 


"I agree with Mr. Hitchcock that stars are over- 


publicized. But this is not a publicity we seek, and we 
would be happier without it- 


"I agree that the nature of our work—dealing in 


simulated emotion—does have an effect on us. 


"I agree that we are such children that every year 


we gladly participate in government bond drives even 
though we are discriminated against tax-wise as is no 
other group. 


"And 
we are such children that we believe Mr. 


Hitchcock would like to join us—because he has never 
directed a picture without slapping on some goo and 
appearing in a scene like a transient cherub. 


Reagan's blows were not so gentle when aimed at 
Senator Johnson (D-Colo). who has proposed federal 
licensing of films and actors to curb "immorality and 
lewdness" in the movies. 


"Senator Johnson's immunity on the senate floor 


does not grant him immunity from being a gentleman." 
said Reagan. "I believe he put over a cheap political 
trick to get his name in the papers in an election year. 


"If the senator did his job half as well as the aver- 


age actor does his, the country would be in better shape. 
"I would like to add up Hollywood's standing with 


Senator Johnson or anyone else. 'I will be the first to 
admit any sins which we have committed. But I think 
they will "be far outbalanced by our virtues."

There's littte doubt that native Asiatics today associate 
jay parading of strength with the' familiar application of 
lore* in the colonial era. It stands, in other words, not for 
support or friendship but for oppression. 


Nothing therefore is likely to do more damage to the 
cause of the United States and other free nations than send- 
ing warships into Asiatic harbors. 


Such a technique is too crude for the subtleties of pres- 
ent-day diplomacy in that sector of the globe. It allows the 
Russians once more to pose as the peaceful, non-militarv 
Hberators of the downtrodden natives. It suggests, too. that 
w» are backing a government which is unable to stand on 
its own feet. , 


As Secretary of State Acheson has made clear, the free 


world must be firm in keeping Southeast Asia out of Com- 
munist hands. But that firmness can't be compounded of 
•uch blunt devices as tossing our naval weight around. It 
must recognize the extreme sensitivity of the millions of 
Asiatics now grasping for their own personal freedom and 
dignity.
